THE SPEAKERS OF THE WEEK. 


Messts. MeCarthy and Lake gave 
voice to the views of Nerthwest Con- 
servatives. Myr. Bourassa spoke for 
the clerical party of Quebec, of which 
he is not omly the leader, but half 
the party in the House as well, the 
other half being Mr. A. Lavergne, 
member for Montmagny, who is yet 
to be heard from, Messrs, Lemieux, 
Demers and Beleourt spoke for the 
French Liberpds, Mr. Bergeron speak- 
ing for the French Conservatives, 
followea “he Jond cf Mr. Monk and 
uxpressed his iniention te vote 
agaist Myr. Borden's amendmeni. 
Mr. Foster indulged in a two hours’ 
scold of his opponents and all their 
works, but neither threw any light 
on the present situation, nor 
strengthened the position of his 
leader, Mr. Borden.

BOURASSA HEARD FROM. 


Mr. Bourassa, who re-opened the 
debate’ on Tuesday afternoon, led off 
im this strain, declaring the auton- 
omy question the most imrortant 
fiece of legislation that had been 
discussea by the (Canadien Perlia- 
ment since Confederation. He quoit- 
ed the words of the Prime Minister 
who spoke of the proposed acts as 
the rlacing of the stamp of Canadian 
nationality upon the Territories. He 
hoped thet the stamp as_ placed 
woula mean good will, fair dealing 
ana respect for previous agreements, 
as well as of present disagreements, 
there andelsewherein Canada. Mr. 
Bourassa is one of the orators of 
the House and it would be impossible 
to do his speech justice without a 
very large reproduciion. His point 
of view was much the same as that 
of Mr.-Monk, French-Comservative 
leader, He declared his absolute be- 
lief, not only in separate schools, but 
in religious education in schcols. 
This, he claimed, was the right of 
the Roman Catholic minority in the 
Territories under the British North 
America Act. This right, as he 
claimed was not being conceded ; but 
for the sake of the principle of tol- 
eration which was measurably ex- 
pressed. he was prepared to support 
the “ Government’s froposals as 
amended. 


FOR PROTECTION OF THE PROT- 
ESTANT MINORITY , 


He quoted largely from the de- 
cisions of the Imperial Privy Coun- 
cil on the Manitoba school case in 
evidence of his contention as to what 
were the proper rights of the min- 
ority in the West; and placed be- 
yond question the fact that the re- 
strictive provisions of the . British 
North America Act were rlaced there 
for the provection of the Protestant 
mipority in the province of Quebec, 
not for the protection of the Catho- 


lic minority ,of any other prov- 

inces. 

BLAIN QUOTES PROTESTANT 
PROTESTS, 


Mr. Blain, Oonservaitive, of Veel, 
read a number of protests from 
various Protestant religious bodies 
directed pgainst ; ithe edueaticnal 
wlauses of tne Autonomy Bills, also a 
number of quotations from newspa- 
pers commenting adversely on the 
said clauses, al] based on the mistak- 
cn idea that a new condition was 
being created instead of an old con- 
dition being continued. He conclud- 
ed by stating his intention to sap- 
fort the amendment of the leader of 
the Opposition.

would have the right to re-imposition 
@f 2 dual school system upon the Ter- 
ritories by act of the Dominion Par- 
fiament.
